xiii. If the Institution is unable to meet the goals at the end of fifth and subsequent years, and there are grave 
deviations, as determined by the EEC, from the implementation plan, the EEC will recommend to the Ministry 
of Human Resource Development for taking appropriate action as per these Guidelines.

No. F.l 1/6/2018-U3(A)—Whereas, the University Grants Commission (UGC) had issued the UGC (Declaration of 
Government Educational Institutions as Institutions of Eminence) Guidelines, 2017 for public institutions for up-gradation of 
existing public Institutions as ‘Institutions of Eminence’. 

2. And whereas, Director, Indian Institute of Technology, Bombay submitted its application on 11.12.2017 for 
conferment of ‘Institution of Eminence’ status to Indian Institute of Technology, Bombay. 

3. And further whereas, the application was forwarded to UGC for entrusting it to Empowered Expert Committee 
(EEC) constituted for the purpose. The EEC conducted its appraisal on 02.04.2018 based on the documents submitted by the 
Institution as well as the presentations made by it before EEC. 

4. And whereas, the EEC, after overall assessment, recommended the name of Indian Institute of Technology, 
Bombay to be conferred with the status of Institution of Eminence as per UGC (Declaration of Government Educational 
Institutions as Institutions of Eminence) Guidelines, 2017. The report of Empowered Expert Committee was considered and 
approved by the UGC in its 533rd meeting held on 09.07.2018. 

5. And further whereas, the Ministry of Human Resource Development, on the recommendation of UGC and EEC, 
issued Order on 23.07.2018 identifying the name of Indian Institute of Technology, Bombay as ‘Institution of Eminence’. 
The Institution was also asked to submit the draft Memorandum of Understanding (MoU) to be signed with the Ministry of 
Human Resource Development clearly mentioning the detailed and tangible action plan, milestones and timelines by which it 
seeks to achieve each of the parameters as submitted in its application and presentation made by it before the Empowered 
Expert Committee so that Notification declaring Indian Institute of Technology, Bombay as Institutions of Eminence may be 
issued. 
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6. And whereas, Indian Institute of Technology, Bombay vide its letter dated 24.09.2018 submitted a copy of draft 
Memorandum of Undertaking (MoU) to this Ministry and UGC sending the same to EEC for consideration and approval. 

7. And whereas, the Chairman, EEC, on 08.10.2018, approved the MoU of Indian Institute of Technology, Bombay. 

8. And whereas, upon approval of the EEC, the Ministry signed the MoU with Indian Institute of Technology, 
Bombay on 11.10.2018. 

9. Now therefore, the Central Government, as per the provision of the UGC (Declaration of Government 
Educational Institutions as Institutions of Eminence) Guidelines, 2017, hereby declare Indian Institute of Technology, 
Bombay as an ‘Institution of Eminence’ with effect from the issuance of this Notification. This declaration is subject to the 
following conditions:— 

i. Indian Institute of Technology, Bombay will continue to function as per its existing Act of Parliament. 
However, within the ambit of the Act, it shall be given additional flexibility as listed out in Clause 6.1 of the 
UGC (Declaration of Government Educational Institutions as Institutions of Eminence) Guidelines, 2017. 

ii. The financial assistance would be up to an amount of Rupees One thousand Crore or 50 to 75% of the 
requirement projected in the perspective and detailed plans of the Institution, whichever is less, in a span of 
five years starting from the financial year of declaration of Institute as Institution of Eminence. The exact 
amount to be given and the exact percentage in the 50 to 75% band would depend on the perspective and 
detailed plan proposal of the institution and assessed and accepted by the Empowered Expert Committee. 

iii. The annual release would be dependent on the institution achieving the financial and physical outcomes laid 
down in its implementation plan. However, if the Institution shows capacity to absorb the funds earlier and is 
able to give the expected outcomes, an accelerated pace of funding would also be allowed. 

iv. The funding under these guidelines would be in addition to the existing funding to which they are entitled to. 

v. The funds provided under these guidelines shall not be used for purchase of any land or taking land on lease. 

vi. The Institution would have the full freedom to mobilize resources from the industry or alumni or other donors 
and utilize it in accordance with its implementation plan without having to seek any permission from any 
authority. 

vii. Indian Institute of Technology, Bombay shall be reviewed by the EEC regularly after issuance of this 
Notification for adherence to its implementation plans, keeping in view their fifteen year strategic plans. 

viii. The monitoring and review shall continue till the Institution gets into top hundred in a world ranking of repute 
for two consecutive years or till fifteen years, whichever is earlier. The annual review exercise shall be 
completed by June each year. 

ix. The Institution shall inform the EEC every year on the progress made in realizing the goals laid out in the 
implementation and strategic plans in a manner so prescribed by the Committee. 

x. The Institutions of Eminence shall annually self-report and publicly display the information relating to 
compliance with their implementation and strategic plans. 

xi. Indian Institute of Technology, Bombay shall get accreditation within five years of the Notification in terms of 
Guideline 4.1 (xviii). 

xii. Indian Institute of Technology, Bombay shall continue to be ranked in the National Institutional Ranking 
Framework and within five years of Notification, shall get itself ranked in an International Ranking index of 
repute. The Institution shall continue to be ranked in the National and International ranking frameworks. 

xiii. If the Institution is unable to meet the goals at the end of fifth and subsequent years, and there are grave 
deviations, as determined by the EEC, from the implementation plan, the EEC will recommend to the Ministry 
of Human Resource Development for taking appropriate action as per these Guidelines.

Grants Commission (UGC) Act, 1956 to declare, on the advice of the UGC, an Institution of higher learning as deemed to be 
University. 
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2. And whereas, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of the UGC Act, 1956, the Central Government 
vide its Notification No.9-24/2004-U3(A) dated 25.08.2008, on the advice of UGC, had declared Karpagam Arts & Science 
College, Coimbatore, Tamil Nadu as an Institution Deemed to be University in the name of Karpagam Academy of Higher 
Education, Coimbatore, Tamil Nadu, for a period of three years. This declaration was subject to review at the end of three 
years. 

3. And further whereas, the functioning of Karpagam Academy of Higher Education, Coimbatore, Tamil Nadu was 
reviewed by the UGC with the help of its Expert Committee during 24-25th March, 2018. The report of the Expert 
Committee was placed before the Commission in its 532nd meeting (Item No.2.04) held on 24.05.2018. The Commission 
considered the report and the following resolution was forwarded to this Ministry: 

“Considered and approved with the condition that the suggestions by the visiting Expert Committee, if any, will be 
addressed within a period of six months and the compliance report would be submitted alongwith documentary proof to 
UGC.” 


4. And whereas, the report of the UGC Expert Committee as well as recommendations of UGC was examined in the 
Ministry and observed the following:— 

a. A significant number of faculties do not have requisite qualification of UGC. 

b. The deemed to be University has started Pharmacy Course without approval of the UGC in contrary to the 
UGC Regulations. 

c. The deemed to be University has been accredited with 'B' grade (CGPA-2.10) by National Assessment and 
Accreditation Council (NAAC). 

5. Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred under Section 3 of the UGC Act, 1956, the Central 
Government, on the advice of the UGC, do hereby extend the deemed to be University status to Karpagam Academy of 
Higher Education, Coimbatore, Tamil Nadu from 25.08.2011 to 30.06.2020 with the following conditions:— 

i. The faculty of the deemed to be University shall be as per the norms of UGC. 

ii. The deemed to be University shall henceforth not admit students in Pharmacy Course, without approval of the 
UGC and the relevant Statutory Council. 

iii. The deemed to be University shall submit compliance report w.r.t. suggestions/deficiencies pointed out by the 
UGC Expert Committee. 

iv. The Institution shall improve its NAAC accreditation as ‘A’ Grade by that time. No further extension shall be 
granted, if improvement of NAAC Accreditation does not take place. 

6. All the other conditions mentioned in the earlier Notification(s) of this Ministry as well as the Rules/Regulations 
of UGC and other Statutory Councils, issued from time to time, shall continue to be adhered by Karpagam Academy of 
Higher Education, Coimbatore, Tamil Nadu.

2. And whereas, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of the UGC Act, 1956, the Central Government 
vide its Notification No.9-2/2002-U.3 dated 20.10.2006, on the advice of UGC, had declared Kalasalingam Academy of 
Research & Education, Rrishnankoil, Tamil Nadu as an Institution deemed to be University, for a provisional period of five 
years. 

3. And further whereas, the functioning of Kalasalingam Academy of Research & Education, Krishnankoil, 
Tamil Nadu was reviewed by the UGC with the help of its Expert Committee during 28-29th April, 2018. The report of the 
Expert Committee was placed before the Commission in its 532nd meeting (Item No. 2.07) held on 24.05.2018. The 
Commission considered the report and the following resolution was forwarded to this Ministry: 

“Considered and approved with the condition that the suggestions by the visiting Expert Committee, if any, will be 
addressed within a period of six months and the compliance report would be submitted alongwith documentary proof to 
UGC.” 
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4. And whereas, the report of the UGC Expert Committee as well as recommendations of UGC was examined in the 
Ministry and observed the following:— 

a. The deemed to be University has started courses in field of Agriculture, Horticulture & Education without 
approval of the UGC. 

b. There is no exclusive Society/Trust/Company for the Deemed to be University. 

c. The deemed to be University does not have its separate Audit Report from the Sponsoring Trust. 

d. All the assets are not in the name of deemed to be University. 

e. The deemed to be University has not amended its Mo A/Rules in accordance with the existing UGC 
Regulations. 

f. The deemed to be University has to submit compliance report w.r.t. suggestions/deficiencies pointed out by 
the UGC Expert Committee. 

5. Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred under Section 3 of the UGC Act, 1956, the Central 
Government, on the advice of the UGC, do hereby extend the deemed to be University status to Kalasalingam Academy of 
Research & Education, Krishnankoil, Tamil Nadu from 20.10.2011 to 30.06.2019 with the following conditions:— 

i. The deemed to be University shall henceforth not admit students in Agriculture, Horticulture & Education 
Courses without the approval of UGC. 

ii. The deemed to be University shall create a separate and exclusive Society/Trust/Company clearly mentioning 
in its registered deed that the said Society/Trust/Company is formed exclusively for the Kalasalingam 
Academy of Research & Education, Krishnankoil, Tamil Nadu. 

iii. The deemed to be University shall separate its audit report from the Sponsoring Trust. 

iv. All the assets shall be in the name of deemed to be University. 

v. The deemed to be University shall amend its MoA/Rules in accordance with the existing UGC Regulations. 

vi. The deemed to be University shall submit compliance report w.r.t. suggestions/deficiencies pointed out by the 
UGC Expert Committee. 

6. All other conditions mentioned in the earlier Notification(s) of this Ministry as well as the Rules/Regulations of 
UGC and other Statutory Councils, issued from time to time, shall continue to be adhered by Kalasalingam Academy of 
Research & Education, Krishnankoil, Tamil Nadu.

Functions 



The functions of the Samiti will be to render advise in regard to the implementation of the provisions relating to 
Official Language contained in the constitution, Official Language Act and Rules, And policy decisions of the 
Kendriya Hindi Samiti and instructions issued by the M/o Home Affairs (Department of Official Language) relating 
to Official Language and also in regard to the progressive use of Hindi in the Ministry of Railways. 

III. Tenure 

The tenure of the Samiti will be for three years from the date of its constitution. The members of the parliament, 
who are members of the samiti, shall cease to be member of the samiti on the dissolution of the House or on expiry 
of their term or otherwise ceasing to be members of the House. If a vacancy arises in the samiti, the member 
nominated against that vacancy shall hold office for the remaining period. Under Special Circumstances, the tenure 
of the samiti may be curtailed or extended. 

IV. General 

The Headquarters of the Samiti shall be at Rail Bhavan, New Delhi. However, it may hold it’s meetings at any out 
stations also, if necessary. 

V. Travelling and other allowances 

For attending the meetings of the samiti, journeys and payment of Daily Allowance to the Non-Official Members 
will be governed by the guidelines issued vide Railway Board’s letter No. Hindi/Samiti/2015/38/2 dated 09.08.2016 
and directions issued from time to time in this regard. For authorised work and to attend the meetings etc., First 
class/Second AC Railway Complimentary Cheque pass will be issued to them with companion in the same class 
from nearest railway station from their residence to meeting place.
